Extract  of  a letter  from  a gentle 
man  in  Dinwiddle  county,  to  b s 
friend  tn  Frederick  county  ( Fir-

“ Oar  anxiety  to  hear  from  your 
part  of  the  country  is  mich  increaf- 
ed  by  the  prefetit  very  alaruiii.g 
piofpciSl  of  our  own.  Never,  in 
the  recollt*6lion  of  otr  oldcll  in- 
habitants, did  the  face  of  nature 
wear  lb  gloomy  an  afpedl.  A 
drought  has  continued  nearly  fifteen 
months,  and  its  effefts  are  truly 
diftreffing.  Crops  cf  every  difurip- 
tion  are  cut  off  atleifttwo  thirds — 
our  wheat  crops  have  fallen  far  ibort 
of  their  ul'uul  returns — and  it  was  a 
rare  thing  for  any  peifon  to  raife 
more  than  their  feed  from  the  oats. 
The  cold  dry  fpring  deflroved  lb 
many  plants  as  to  difaiile  moll  peo- 
ple from  planting  iiure  than  half 
their  urnal  crops  of  tobacco — and 
Hack  fc  . foils  at  the  lime  cf  planting 
arid  lublequcnt  dry  weather,  has 
killed  a great  proportion  of  what 
was  jilantcd.  'i'here  canr./t  be 
more  than  one-third  of  a crop  made. 
With  Cora  the  important  crifis  is 
pall.  However  favourable  the  wea- 
ther may  be  hereafter  it  cannot  re- 
vive— there  will  not  be  one-third 
ofaciopmade  between  Mdierrin 
and  tlie  Potomac-  The  great  fear 
city  of  grain  renders  it  iinpoflible 
to  faile  meats.  If,  therefore,  there 
is  not  a liberal  fupply  both  of  bread 
and  meat  from  fome  diftant  fource, 
tliere  muft  certainly  be  a famine. 

All  our  water  courfes  are  nearly 
dried.  Springs  ami  Wells  never 
before  known  to  fail,  do  not  afford 
a drop  of  water.  Meal  cannot  be 
obtained  any  where.  Wyatt’s*  and 
llardiway’s  mills  do  juft  make  out 
to  grind  hominy,  but  not  meal  for 
their  cuftomers  ; and  ualefs  it  rains 
fliortly,  they  will  not  be  able  to  do

— So  great 
tlie  appreliendetl  fcarcity  in  feveral 
counties  of  V’irginia,  tint  a propo 
lui'jn  has  been  made  to  Hop  the  pro 
ceedings  of  tlie  courts  of  Juftice 
Acroiding  to  the  Raleigh  Minerva, 
it  has  aaiially  been  carried  into  ef- 
fea  in  Brunfwick  county  ; for  “the 
Magillraies  refufed,  at  the  time  fix- 
ed for  the  iall  term,  to  go  on  the 
bencii  and  open  court  ; alledging 
that  to  give  judgements  at  this  pe- 
riod, agaiiiil  many  individuals  would 
be  their  ruin.”  Some  of  the  South- 
ern and  Weftern  counties,  unwilling 
thus  to  fufpend  the  adminillra- 
tion  of  juftice,  have  deliberated 
upon  the  expediency  of  petitioning 
the  Legilluture  to  enjoin  all  execu- 
tions, and  to  fufpend  the  collediion 
of  taxes  during  the  enfuing  year. 
Such  a meafure  is  faid  to  have  been 
adopted  witliin  a few  years  pad  in 
regard  to  fome  of  the  counties  of 
this  commonwealth.
